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REPORT  ON  I.  U.  S. 

Every  St.  Joe  man  should  know  the  forces  at  work  in  the  world  against 
whicli  or  for  which  he  may  work.  Sucli  is  at  present  tlie  Int'ernational  Union 
of  Students.  We  here  print  a  report  by  the  American  Delegates  to  the 
International  Students’  Congress  held  in  Prague  for  the  purpose  of  founding 
and  extending  over  the  whole  world  a  Students’  Union.  The  meeting  of  the 
t'Ongress  convinced  these  American  Catholic  students  attending  of  two  facts: 

1.  The  International  student  world  is  an  existing  fact. 

2.  Soviet  Russia,  at  least,  has  assumed  the  leadership  in  the  drive  to  mold 
this  into  a  world  force. 

An  analysis  of  the  Congress  discloses  that  it  lacked  both  in  conduct  and 
result  the  following  four  factors  which  should  be  expected  from  an  assem¬ 
bly  attempting  to  set  up  an  enduring  international  student  organization : 

1.  Lack  of  Balance.  This  is  evident  in  the  constitution  which  provides 
that  the'  constituent  members  of  the  T.U.S.  oblige  themselves  to  carry 
out  the  decisions  and  policies  of  I.IJ.S.  and  support  other  organiza¬ 
tions  having  similar  aims.  In  other  words,  there  is  complete  surrender 
of  the  autonomy  of  the,  national  unions  without  any  check  upon  the 
central  I.U.S.  administration. 

Again,  the  power  of  carrying  out  the  policies  and  decisions  of  the 
Congress  (the  highest  governing  body  which  meets  once  in  three 
years  )  rests  with  a  seventeen  man  executive  committee  responsible  to 
no  one.  This  committee  has  a  directive  to  carry  out  the  one  and  only 
policy  determined  by  the  Prague  Congress,  namely,  to  fight  Fascism. 
The  term  fascism  was  not  defined.  Consequently,  the  committee  is  able 
To  call  anything  fascism  and  attack  it  in  anyway  it  chooses. 

2.  Lack  of  appreciation  for  fundamental  human  values.  Particularly 
evident  was,  the  complete  absence  ef  any  mention  or  concept  of  the 
nature  of  man  or  of  existing  realities  of  vital  concern  to  Catholics,  or 
to  Christian  humanists. 

.‘1.  Lack  of  Intellectual  approach.  There  was  absolute  refusal  to  define 
any  term  wl^atsoever.  The  impression  of  those  attending  was  that  this 
fear  to  define  terms  was  due  to  the  fact  that  an  univocal  definition 
would  restrict  the  activities  of  those  concerned  with  the  elimination 
of  fascism. 

4.  Lack  of  Positive  Program.  The  whole  Congress  was  based  on  hatred 
and  denial;  democracy  and  stability  cannot  spring  from  two  such 
principles. 

From  the  start  of  the  Congress  two  main  objectives  became  clear:  first 
Ihe  organization  of  the  democratic  progressive  students  of  the  world,  and 
second,  organization  to  fight  fascism,  the  world’s  sole  source  of  evil. 

There  was  the  underlying  motif  that  truly  representative  students  of  the 
world  can  solve  their  problems  harmoniously.  If  the  governmental  repre¬ 
sentatives  at  Paris  cannot  agree,  it  is  because  they  are  not  representatives 
of  their  peoples’  wishes. 

The  implications  of  that  argument  are  clear  inasmuch  as  the  Soviet  govern¬ 
ment  claims  to  be  the  pure  expression  of  the  peoples’  will. 
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
